Hanson made a statement 
that the grain was from Murphy’s

night, heading away from Vulcan. 
He was arrested shortlv after day 
break next morning by Constable 
Petre. Constable Petre also gave 
evidence in regard to the leaky 
condition of the wagon box. 

Constable Koskett, in evidence, 
produced a sample of grain from a 
bin near the house of the accused 
Murphy. 

Messrs, C. J. Mi nett, K. J. 
Charters and A. Lee gave evidence 
to the effect that none of them had 
received grain at their elevators 
before 11 a.m. on the morning of 
the 10th. They were also asked, 
as expert witnesses, to compare 
the various samples of grain and 
swore that the grain delivered at 
Torgeson s elevator and the sample 
produced from the Dyment ranch 
were identical in quality and sne. 
cies. They also swore' to there 
being no similarity between the 
grain from Murphy's tarm and the 
grain delivered to the elevator. 

Chester Wallace, of the Terwil 
liger elevator, gave evidence to the 
effect that he had purchased no 
grain that morning prior to 11 a.m. 

Murphy, in giving evidence On 
his own behalf, said that he had 
got the grain out of his own gran¬ 
ary. He had left his farm at about 
6 a.m. on the morning of the 10th, 
having loaded up that morning. 
The other accused, Hanson, refus¬ 
ed to make any statement. , 

Mrs. Murphy gave evidence for 
the defence. She said that Mur¬ 
phy left the house at about 5 
o’clock in the morning on the 10th 
and went in the direction of the 
granary. Shy also said that she 
had heard voices coming from the 
direction of the granary about 
thirty minutes later. 

In committing for trial, Inspect¬ 
or Tucker said that in the first 
place there was the similarity of 
the two samples of grain, one from 
the Dyment ranch and the other 
from the elevator. There was also 
the total dissimilarity between the 
wheat from Murphy’s bin and that 
sold to the elevator. The fact of 
Murphy leaving the house so early 
showed that the grain must have 
been taken before 9 a.m., and 
Murphy and Hanson were the only 
persons who sold grain to the 
elevators that morning. Then 
there was also the fight of Hanson 
when he had been interviewed by 
Con. Petre. He had no alterna¬ 
tive but to commit the accused 
for trial at the next Court at 
Macleod. 

Con. Petre prosecuted, and the 
accused had no defence.

AIR CRAFT IN WAR 

QO far as the war has progressed 
it is evident from the reports 
that the air craft has great value 
iu regard to following the move 
rnents of the opposing forces. 
Great assistance has been rendered 
both sides by the aviators, these 
aerial scouts being able to inform 
their side of t*‘e position and 
strength of the opposing ranks. 
This feature, however, seems to be 
the greatest, and while their value 
for reconuainance is admitted it 
oanuot be said that they have ao 
bieved much in offensive tactics. 

The bomb dropping has not been 
nearly the sncoesa that was expect¬ 
ed and with the exception of one 
or two raids by the Germaus when, 
near Paris, 'and the English raid at 
DtiBseldorf when a .lerigible was 
destroyed, there is little to*show 
that much real advantage bad beeu 
gained - There have been various 
casualties to non-combatants 
through the raids, women and 
children have been killed and in¬ 
jured, and however unintentional 
this may have been, it is not likely 
to enbai.ee the value of the air¬ 
craft as a destructive agent among 
the nations as the unwarranted 
slaping of women and children in 
this way is rather too far out of 
the bounds of warfare. 

The Zeppelin has not shown it 
self in any way the superior of the 
aeroplanes, and until the Germans 
oarry out their promised raid over 
Loudon there will be notbihg to 
show to the contrary . The value 
of aircraft so far is shown to rest 
in its value for tecoUnoitreiug. It 
has undoubtedly changed the face 
of modern warfare in this respect, 
and thare is little of the other side 
that can escape their vigilanoe, 
while their usefulness in directing 
the gunfire is unquestioned.

SYNOPSIS QF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS \ . 

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 1 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), ,on certain conditions 
Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
'within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is ,Required 
except when residence is performed in 
the vicinity. « 

In certain ifistricts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quartet, 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 perlacre. 

Duties-—Six months residence in each 
of three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestoad patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts.' Price 
>3.00 pwr acre.— Dutiea—Muel reside 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 3300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony lgnd. Live stock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

fT»HE amount of war news that is 
A filtering through' the bands of 
the censor is deodedly small, and 
on this account many people are. 
inclined to turn the proverb around 
and infer that no news is bad 
news. 

But there is another side to the 
matter and it is one, that must be 
taken into consideration, and that 
is the relative s ze aud equipment 
of the armies. 

Taking Germany, it may be as¬ 
sumed that she has by now got the 
full fighting strength at the front. 
She may be tFHiuiug a number of 
her youDger men in readiness for 
later happenings, but the inference 
to be drawn is tbat she is fighting 
against time. Franoe also would 
appear to be in this position. 
Only England has more reserves to 
draw on, and in the spring we 
shall see the new army of. Lord 
Kitchener, something like a million 
men, put into the field. This 
question of men ia no doubt res¬ 
ponsible for the comparative slow¬ 
ness of the struggle. It seem^ 
that the leaders of the allied troops 
are simply holding their positions 
and wearing the enemy down as 
much as is possible while they 
themselves are endeavoring to make 
the minimum of sacrifice. 

Austria and Russia are also in 
different oircumatanoes. The 
first named nation has put her men 
into the field long ago, while the 
Russian strength has not as yet 
got properly into stride. 

It is‘more than likely that the 
land oampaign will continue muoh 
on its present standing until the 
spring, when it may be expeoted 
that there will be a decided move 
mentis the affairs and positions 
of the armies.

Irrigated lands iu Southern Al¬ 
berta, when devoted to alfalfa 
growing, return a net profit of 
eight percent, on a valuatipn of 
over 9100.40 per ac;e, -according to 
8. S Dunham, chairman of the 
Rural Relations committee of .the 
Lethbridge board of trade. 

Mr. D<tubam presented b i • 
figures at a meeting of .farmers re¬ 
cently held near Lethbridge to 
’petition the 1 Domipion Govern¬ 
ment to extend the irrigation ays- 
terns in Southern Atberta. A 
petition, prayingktbe government 
to undertake important irrigation 
enterprises, was signed by over 
200 farmers. The oost of bring 
ing the land under irrigation was 
estimated at $16 00 per acre, and 
the farmers expressed their will 
inguess to pay thia amount, with 
interest at four per cent., the gov 
eminent to extend repayment over 
a period of forty years 
.It was iu connection .with the 
estimated cost of $18.00 per aore 
that Mr. Dunfeaui presented his 
figures 

“Get irrigation at $16.00 an 
acre if you can," he said, ‘‘If you 
oanuot get it at $16.00 an acre, get 
it at $50.00 of $60.00, but get it” 

Mr Dunham proceeded to show 
the profits which irrigation made 
possible. He instanced alfalfa, 
which has come to be an imppr 
tant crop in the irrigated areas of 
Alberta, and presented the follow- 
ing figures for an acre of alfalfa: 
$1,00 aa Tacre for water; 75 cents, 
for applying tin water three 
times daring the season, and $3 75 
per acre for putting the crop iu 
stack—a total cost of $5 50 per 
acre. A crop of 2| tons per aore 
(many irrigation farmers are gett¬ 
ing four and five tons per acre) 
would show a net profit of $6 25 
per acre at the low price of $550 
per ton, without any depletion of 
the soil but actually increasing its 
fertility. On this basis alfalfa 
.will pay eight per cent net profit 
•on land valued at per acre. 

The fact that farmers where 
irrigation is not available are 
petitioning for it and are willing 
to bear the whole oost of its in 
stallation is a tribute to the sue 
eess of the irrigation enterprises 
already established in Alberta, 
whioh molude the immense under¬ 
taking of the Canadian Paoifio 
Railway, vhe largest irrigation 
project on GS^'.tneridan continent
